Ton* of Debris Impede W ork of Res­ 


cuers, W ho Are Cutting Through 


W all In W est Virginia Colliery. 


Elk Garden, W. Va., April 25. — 
Twenty-two miners are entombed In 
OU mine, No. 2, of the Davis Coal and 
Coke company here, as the result of 
an explosion, and little chance is held 
out for the rescue of any of them 
^live, because of tons of debris imped­ 
ing the progress of the rescuers. 
It cannot be learned whether tho 
explosion was caused by dust or gas. 
Officials of the company say they have 
never known their mines to be gas­ 
eous. 
The rescue parties had not advanc­ 
ed far into the work. up i before they 
discovered it would tako several days 
to dig through the heaps of roof coal 
and slate loosened by the explosion. It 
then was decided to effect an entrance 
nearer the probable point of the explo­ 
sion by cutting through the wail of an 
adjoining mine. 
The rescuers have penetrated to the 
No. 2 mine at a point about 4000 feet 
from the outside entry. There still re­ 
mains about the same distance to go 
before reaching the burled miners. 
The victims with one exception are 
Americans.

W. Va., fifteen miles away.
